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DETAILS 



On Hey 30, 1966, TIBOR ZOLTAI, Professor and 
Cheirmen of the Geological Studies, University of 
Minnesota (UK), Minneapolis, Minnesota, advised that the 
name of BAR was familiar to him but that ha could not 
aaaoclata this name with a specific individual. 



ZOLTAI explained that in approximately 1948 he wee 
a student at the Sor bonne in Peris, France, end recalled 
that on one occasion ha was summoned to the Surrete* 
Rationale Francois (French National Security - Counter- 
Espionage) , which organisation was a part of the French 
intelligence Service* The purpose of being sumaoned 
to tha surrete' Rationale Francois (SNF) was to ascertain 
if ha had any information on two Communist Party members. 
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one an East German Communist Party member, and one 
Hangar las. Communist Party member in which the SHF had an 
apparent interest. 

ZOLTAI stated that he recalled that on this 
occasion he was first questioned by a French official 
and than later by a Hungarian apparently attached to the 
SHF* ZOLTAI stated, however, that he could not presently 
recall this individual's name or give adequate description 
of him. ZOLTAI stated that the above occasion, to the 
beat of his recoll ect ion, was the only time that he was 
questioned by the SHF and the only time that he mat this 
particular Hungarian. 

With regard to the MHBK, ZOLTAI stated that it 
was quite possible that the Hungarian person ha met at the 
SHF was connected with the *«BK since It was known that 
the French Government would have contact with tills 
organisation. ZOLTAI described the MBK, whose Hungarian 
name would; be Rogyar Harcoaok Baj tarsi KosBssdgc and 
loosaly translated ee the Hungarian Fighter' a Brotherhood, 
ao an anti -Communist organisation who at that time 
operated in an underground capacity and waa actively 
supported by the French Government. ZOLTAI stated that 
he waa acquainted with two or three persons active in the 
MHBK and that the only requirement for membership in the 
organisation was soma prior or present service in the 
Hungarian military and an anti -communist attitude. Z0}TAI 
characterised the MHBK ee e military connected organisation 
much like the American Legion in the United States with the 
one basic difference that the MHBK operated in an under- 
ground capacity end operated specifically against members 
of the Communist Party. 

ZOLTAI gave aa an example two members of the MHBK 
who went back to Hungary to operate against the Communist 
Party in that country and related that one of these 
individuals was captured and one was killed by a communist 
spy on his return to Austria. 

ZOLTAI reiterated that he was not specifically 
acquainted with BAK but suggested the following Individuals 
as persons who may have some knowledge of BAK If BAK was 
well known in the MHBK:

ZOl/TAI stated that he knew c! no individual 
in the United States who might have any knowledge of BAR. 

ZOLTAI advised that he plans to be in Paris, 
France, during the summer months and will advise this offiee 
upon his return in August, 1966, of any information that km 
might incidentally come to his attention concerning BAR. 
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
